But the honor-came all too late, after years of suffering 
by both. 
I have always been happy over the fact that Thomas Edison was 
honored before he died. I recall the smile of that grand old man at the 
Henry Ford celebration in Dearborn, Michigan—and it lives with me. 
But I am sure that Edison had more fun that people ever will realize, in 
the great thrill of achievement. 
There are those, however, whose fine work and sacrifices never re­ 
ceive the proper recognition during their lifetime. This is to be greatly 
regretted. Mothers, for instance. 
The inspiring achievement of Admiral Peary will live into untold 
generations, regardless of the fact that we today have means of accom­ 
plishing what he did in a fraction of the time that he did. 
And the 
bravery of Scott and his companions, who died in the snow of the an t­ 
arctic, after their discovery of the South Pole is not lessened because they 
never could hear the applause of those who now honor them. 
All too many honors, however, are belated. 
I believe in commendation for good work, no m atter what, and at 
the time that it is deserved. There would be better employes everywhere 
if employers were more lavish in their encouragement and commendation 
where good work is accomplished. 
Few American writers have been honored as Poe has been since his 
death—yet he died in want—discouraged and almost alone in the w'orld, 
with few to sing his praise. A single letter by him brings today enough 
to have kept him comfortable for a year! 
And his few manuscripts are 
only for the wealthy to own. 
I saw' a funeral procession yesterday. 
There were four automobiles

I wander 
how that sleeping one w'ould have felt if he had awakened some morning 
to have seen all those flowers at his doorstep!

M ars Hill, N. C., Oct. 12 (AP).—A 
school in the hills today paid trib ­ 
ute with kind words and granite to 
a Negro boy whose servitude enabled 
Mars Hill college to have Its first 
building. 
The boy was Joe. He was a slave. 
His servitude was collateral for a 
debt the school m ade in 1856 when it 
was established for back here in the 
western 
North C arodina hills so 
white children could learn reading, 
writing and ’rithm etic. 
The school didn’t have $1,200 to 
pay the contractor when the build­ 
ing was erected, so Woods Anderson. 
a pioneer and slave owner, gave Joe 
as collateral. 
The Negro had no nam e except 
Joe -he was Woods Anderson’s Joe 
or Joe Anderson—but he was 19 and 
a huge fellow, 
and was valuable 
flesh. 
So he was accepted as se­ 
curity for $1,200 and was held in 
Asheville for m onths, illiterate but 
a hostage for education.
